This was the impression conveyed by 


cabinet officers after Uie special cabi- 
net session. Tne same sentiment char- 
acterized the diplomatic conferences ut 
the state department. 


But iii congress, which afforded the 


greatest field for anti-Spanish and war- 
like expressions, a strain of discontent 
and uneasiness prevailed after the pres- 
ident's mesagt; and the Maine report 
were submitted, especially on tbe house 
side. 


Ct»nt:i!i]*-!l No Pur;»ri«es. 


The president's messAge, submitting 


the Maine report und accompanying 
evidence, was the main event of the 
day. Those who Inci anticipated that 
the mesage would contribute to the ag- 
gressive spirit were disappointed, it 
contained co surprises. 


In the house of representatives th-? 


message and report were referred to thc- 
eommittee on foreign r.ffairs, and Span- 
ish debate was for the time being di- 
verted. In the senate there was a sim- 
ilar reference to the committee on for- 
eign relations, and Mr. Money of Mis- 
sissippi delivered a brief and energetic 
speech picturing the woes of Cuba. 


With the report was submitted trie 


voluminous evidence taken at Havana 
and Key West before Uie court of in- 
quiry. 


Examined in detail, this 
evidence 


proved to be much more interesting in 
recital than the cold and dispassionate 
review submitted by ths conn. 


The special cabinet session was held 


to go over the president's message, ami 
more particularly to consider ths latest 
developments in the negotiations now 
proceeding with Spain. These had :is- 
sumed a wide field, embracing not only 
the ilaine question, but the entire Cu- 
ban problem. 


The answer of Spain was in hand, to 


the firm note sent through Minister 
Woodford 
last wrek 
stating 
that 


the condition of Cuban affaire had 
become so intolerable that the L'nited 
States could not much longer remain 
inactive ward it. The general tone 
of the Spanish answer impressed the 
president ar.d cabinet officers most fa- 
vorably, so much sothatafter the meet- 
ing it was stated by members that the 
ouncok was far more assuring, and 
that Spain hail shown such a concilia- 
tory tone that it was believed shn 
would make concessions sufficient to 
permit an amicable adjustmenr of the 
present strained relations. 


I>rtO|f«2r Point Not I*as»otl. 


This was nualiflsd. however, by the 


statement that the denser point has 
not yet passed, and that war, while no 
longer a probability, v;as yet a possi- 
bility. The president has distinctly dis- 
closed to his cabinet associate;? his pur- 
pose to avert war if it was possiblr 
with a jusl solution of the Cuban prob- 
lem, and he had felt, from the disposi- 
tion manifested by Spain, that this just 
solution could be reached. 


This, however, is without consider- 


ing congress, which may, now that t'ap 
subject is formally before it, take some 
radical action. 


Meantime, at the state departiuen 


cablegrams were being received from 
Minister \\"ooflford, and the Spanish 
minister. Senor Poio de Bcrnube, wars 
in lengthy conference with Judge Day 
as to the prospective adjustment. 


The meeting between the Spanish 


minister and .Judge Day came after thf 
rabinct conference, so that s\irh repre- 
sentations as Spain submitted through 
him did not K° before the cabinet.

cabinet officers after Uie special cabi- 
net session. Tne same sentiment char- 
acterized the diplomatic conferences ut 
the state department. 


But iii congress, which afforded the 


greatest field for anti-Spanish and war- 
like expressions, a strain of discontent 
and uneasiness prevailed after the pres- 
ident's mesagt; and the Maine report 
were submitted, especially on tbe house 
side. 


Ct»nt:i!i]*-!l No Pur;»ri«es. 


The president's messAge, submitting 


the Maine report und accompanying 
evidence, was the main event of the 
day. Those who Inci anticipated that 
the mesage would contribute to the ag- 
gressive spirit were disappointed, it 
contained co surprises. 


In the house of representatives th-? 


message and report were referred to thc- 
eommittee on foreign r.ffairs, and Span- 
ish debate was for the time being di- 
verted. In the senate there was a sim- 
ilar reference to the committee on for- 
eign relations, and Mr. Money of Mis- 
sissippi delivered a brief and energetic 
speech picturing the woes of Cuba. 


With the report was submitted trie 


voluminous evidence taken at Havana 
and Key West before Uie court of in- 
quiry. 


Examined in detail, this 
evidence 


proved to be much more interesting in 
recital than the cold and dispassionate 
review submitted by ths conn. 


The special cabinet session was held 


to go over the president's message, ami 
more particularly to consider ths latest 
developments in the negotiations now 
proceeding with Spain. These had :is- 
sumed a wide field, embracing not only 
the ilaine question, but the entire Cu- 
ban problem. 


The answer of Spain was in hand, to 


the firm note sent through Minister 
Woodford 
last wrek 
stating 
that 


the condition of Cuban affaire had 
become so intolerable that the L'nited 
States could not much longer remain 
inactive ward it. The general tone 
of the Spanish answer impressed the 
president ar.d cabinet officers most fa- 
vorably, so much sothatafter the meet- 
ing it was stated by members that the 
ouncok was far more assuring, and 
that Spain hail shown such a concilia- 
tory tone that it was believed shn 
would make concessions sufficient to 
permit an amicable adjustmenr of the 
present strained relations. 


I>rtO|f«2r Point Not I*as»otl. 


This was nualiflsd. however, by the 


statement that the denser point has 
not yet passed, and that war, while no 
longer a probability, v;as yet a possi- 
bility. The president has distinctly dis- 
closed to his cabinet associate;? his pur- 
pose to avert war if it was possiblr 
with a jusl solution of the Cuban prob- 
lem, and he had felt, from the disposi- 
tion manifested by Spain, that this just 
solution could be reached. 


This, however, is without consider- 


ing congress, which may, now that t'ap 
subject is formally before it, take some 
radical action. 


Meantime, at the state departiuen 


cablegrams were being received from 
Minister \\"ooflford, and the Spanish 
minister. Senor Poio de Bcrnube, wars 
in lengthy conference with Judge Day 
as to the prospective adjustment.
